A town of 200 persons, Sheldahl 


boasts of holding the unique honoi 
of being the onlv town in 
Iowa 
that is part of three counties. And 
besides that it is a part of foui 
townships. 
For Polk. Story and Boone coun- 
ties intersect inside the city limits 
of Sheldahl. The 
situation often 
causes many perplexing and hum- 
orous problems. 
If a man happens to own proper- 


ty on both sides ol Mam stree 
then lie must go to Des Monies and 
Boone to pay his taxes. If he own.' 
property in another section of the 
village then he must journey to 
Nevada to pay his taxes. And sev- 
eral residents are forced to go to 
all these cities to pay taxes. 
Voting a Problem. 
Voting is another problem. How 


many times can a person vote? Of 
course the law says only once but 
if a resident of Sheldahl holds prop- 
erty in two counties which one shall 
he vote in? 
A fugithe from county officers 
simply has to step across the street 
to be safe for the time being. 
Polk county has a fine consoli- 
dated school in Sheldahl. And if 
residents are lucky enough to live 
on the correct side of the street 
then their children may go to this 
school free 
But if they live on the 
other side then they must either 
pay tuition to have their children 
go to the 
consolidated school or 
must send the mout of town to a 
country school. 
The situation doesn't worry citi- 
zens here despite the problems aris- 
ing-. In fact most of them are proud 
of the fact that when the 1930 cen- 
sus was taken it was necessary to 
consult three counties' tabulation 
HI order to find Sheldahl's popula- 
tion.

political • factions in Poland con- 
fused all efforts tonight to forecast 
the trend of the voting, there was no 
doubt as to the attitude of the grim 
and aged dictator, whose long ca- 
reer as revolutionist, exile, Siberian 
prisoner and military leader of a re- 
stored Poland, has led him to a 
cynical disgust with parliamentary 
government for Poland which once 
hailed him as "savior." 


If Pilsudski dominates the election 


as previously it will probably result 
in a divided nation. He formally re- 
sumed the premiership and dissolved 
parliament, and has struck heavily 
at political oppositionists who are 
accused of plotting against the state 
Leaders of the opposition have been 
arrested and thirty deputies have 
lost their seats through 
pudicial

Razzes Democrats. 


The Minnesota senator, speaking 


over a natmwide radio system, 
chided the democrats for proposing 
"co-operation" with the republicans, 
but pointed out that George Wash- 
ington had assailed party govern- 
ment. 
He quoted Wellington as 


saying in his farewell address that 
the spirit of party serves always to 


enfeeble the public administration." 


"The ideas lately dominant in the,

tions for public works, but stressed 
the necessity for developing inland 
waterways even more than the con- 
struction of new buildings or new 
roads-. 


'T believe relief from high trans- 


portation charges to and from the 
sea is an imperative need for the 
land-locked territory of the Mis- 
sissippi valley," he explained. "De- 
velopment of inland waterways will 
give this relief." 


He suggested that all river pro- 


jects, already authorized, should be 
constructed within the next five 
years. He said such a program, 
with, present day low construction 
costs, would save the government 
3330,000,000 as against building the 
projects in good times. The money 
could be raised either by diverting 
$1,000,000,000 from the payment of 
war debts for a single year or by 
issuing federal bonds, as was done 
in building the Panama canal.

Tantalum when heated above 350 
degree will take up to 740 times its 
own volume of hydrogen 
Tantalum Charges Displaced. 
E. P. Youngman. in a report is- 


sued by the bureau of mines, said 
that interest in tantalum was par- 
ticularly a'roused uhen its electroly- 
tic-valve action was discovered and 
taken advantage of in charging 
storage batteries, especially for radio 
work. Tantalum c h a r g e r s were 
eventually displaced by other types, 
but for a time they were^manufac- 
tured in sufficiently large numbers 
to create a demand large enough to 
bimg about its production on a 
commercial scale

INCREASE ASKED 


BY UNIVERSITY

outline showing figures

the coming two years. The largest 
of these items.is the $315,000 appro- 
priated for the joint hearing, light 
and poner plant. Another $200.000 
represents the appropriation by the 
laft legislature for purchase of land 
and 
construction of dormitories. 


Slightly more than half of this has 
been expended for land. Expendi- 
ture of the remainder has been held 
up pending securing of additional 
funds with which to go ahead with 
the project. The third item of de- 
crease was $40,000. which was ap- 
propriated in 1929 for 
hospital 


equipment for the medical college 
ia Omaha. 


Ask Total Of $5,752,000. 
The grand total asked for all uni- 
versity purposes, including conser- 
vation and survey division, North 
Plr,tte experiment station, Curtis 
school of agriculture, and legislative 
reference bureau is $5,752.000. This 
represents an increase of $900.000 
over the legislative appropriation 
of $4.852.000 made for the 1929-31 
biennium. 


Faculty and buildings are the two 
chief needs of the institution, John 
K. Webster, president of the board 
of regents, declared in a written in- 
troduction to a 30-page typewritten 
statement outlining the budget rec- 
ommendations and needs of the In- 
stitution. 
"Men and women to furnish the 


ideas and leadership," he wrote, 
"and buildings and equipment with 
which to do the work are the two 
great needs of every educational in- 
stitution." 
Pay New Instructors More. 


.An earnest plea is made for ad- 
ditional funds for the faculty in the 
budge' request. Fourteen new, in- 
structors are needed in addition to 
eleven new ones employed during 
the current biennium, the report 
states. Asking for funds to hold 
present members of the faculty, it 
points out that it was necessary to 
use $18,500 more to secure people to 
replace resigned professors than had 
been paid to the persons who re- 
signed. 


The University of Nebraska has 


been criticized more than any other 
one thing for its parsimonious at- 
titude toward the faculty and the 
lack of encouragement of the men 
and women who make up its teach- 
ing body." the report states, in urg- 
ing additional funds for the faculty. 
Funds for outstanding new men, 
to 
hold strong members of the 
present faculty, to employ able men 
in replacing men who leave the in- 
stitution and for gradual advance- 
ment of men giving improved ser- 
vice with the university are asked. 
Twenty 
thousand 
dollars is also 
asked to establish a retirement plan, 
to permit instructors 
with long 
penods of service to reduce the 
amount of their work as old age 
approaches. 


Funds to permit sabbatical leaves 
and employment of a d d 11 lonal 
freshmen advisers are also asked 
Increases to permit development 
of the graduate college are request- 
ed. Funds for a practice teaching 
school for elementary teachers and 
for new library facilities in space 
evacuated by the state historical 
society are asked. 


550,000 For Repairs. 


Fifty thousand dollars is asked 


for recalls to buildings, develop- 
ment of the city rampus, and main- 
tenance cost o" present buildings. 
An increase of j£,000 to match fed- 
eral funds for agricultural exten- 
sion work is requested. 


Special attention is asked for the 


college of medicine to put new fa- 
cilities of the hospital and clinic In- 
to full operation. 


In connection with the building of 


"women's dormitories,' the university 
asks an additional $100,000 above 
that previously appropriated to re- 
duce the amount of money •which 
would have to be borrowed under 
the amortization plan approved at 
last session of the legislature. The 
university also asks that it be given 
authority to borrow the monev from, 
the state treasurer instead of from 
outside sources. This -would give it 
lower interest rates and still give 
normal rates to the treasurer's 
funds, the regents claim. 


A home economics building for 
the agricultural college is the ma- 
jor building request. Provisions for 
a new engineering building should 
be made as soon as oossible the 
request states, although funds for 
it are not asked this biennium.

OSHUA CRANE of Boston is one 
of the best putters playing the 


game of golf today, and he putts 
with one hand and uses a putter 
less than 12 inches in length. A 
banker in Birmingham putts with 
one hand in his pocket, and Chick 
Ridley in Atlanta putts better with 
one hand than with. two. 


These and a good many others 
have resorted to this means of rid- 
ding themselves of the left hand 
curse, which spoils more putts than 
any one thing to be named. Joshua 
Crane is. said to have become so 
desperate that he threatened to 
give up the game, if he could not 
find a way to keep his left hand 
from pulling all his putts of fline. 


We hear everywhere that the putt 
is a stroke to be accomplished by 
the wrists alone—that body, shoul- 
ders, arms must remain perfectly 
still, attempting to carry out this 
idea leads to but one of two results 
—either the right or left forearm 
must be held immovable and the 
other permitted to move, but can- 
not remain still if the ball is to be 
struck more than the merest flick. 


FB1HE consequence of either are 
M. obvious—the immovable right 
arm causes the left arm and elbow 
to go through a ridiculous motion, 
and a stationery left arm induces 
the right arm push which is so 
often seen to be a characteristic 
of beginners. 


The putt, first of all, should be 
considered to ,be just what it is— 
a short golf shot, except for its 
length, like any other golf shot. 
And when you look at it in that 
way remember that relaxation is 
just as important here as in-hitting 
a long drive from the tee. 
The bad putter sets himself, he 
assumes a strained position, he stif- 
fens in every muscle, and then, 
when he thinks he looks like Jerry 
Travers or Walter Hagen, he stabs 
quickly at the ball in the hope Of 
getting it all over before some- 
thing dreadful happens. He gives 
the impression that he is trying to 
keep everything as still as possible 
and yet hit the ball. 
I 


DO not believe that putting can 
be reduced to a science. I do 
believe that by constant practice 
one's average of both distance and 
direction can be vastly improved, 
when by increasing the number of 
putts which come close, the num- 
ber which fall in will be likewise 
increased. But the important thing 
is comfort produced by a perfect 
relaxation which permits any mo- 
tion of arms or body which is 
necessary to avoid strained posi- 
tions or the necessity for quick 
hittins:. 
There is no need to try for a 
too great exactness m striking the 
ball, for if we could bowl every 
ball alone the exact line upon 
which we" intend it to roll, we 
should still miss a lot of putts, and 
fail to hole the many which we 
jnow mate because they stray an

MacDonald Smith says that for 
him the putting stroke is entirely 
a right-hand affair.

To execute the stroke 
entirelv with the right is probably 
ideal, provided one is able to re- 
sist a tendency to lift the club on 
the backswins.

key Walker, who has challenged 
Max Schmeling to a bout for the 
world heavy title in Chicago in 1931. 
Walker will weigh in at about 170 
pounds if he meets Schmeling, 
Kearns asserts. And Kearns is con- 
fident the match will take place. 
He says the negotiations have gone 
so far that the money end of the 
matter has been settled, and he has 
the word of Joe Jacobs, the Schmel- 
ing pilot, that the German champ 
will fight Mickey. 
Walker will take his place among 
the smallest men to fight for the 
heavy title if he boxes Maxie. But 
he will not be the first small fight- 
er-to take on a heavyweight champ. 
Delving Into History. 
Digging back into boxing history, 
Walker points out that Charlie 
Mitchell of England, who fought 
John L. Sullivan 29 rounds to -a 
draw on the grass at 
Chantilly, 
France, weighed only 160 pounds. 
And the great John 1,. himself 
weighed only 180 when in his prime. 
William Thompson,. an English- 
man who fought under the name of 
"Bendigo" during the-last century, 
was a 165-pounder and whipped 
every man he met. 
"Bendigo's" 
greatest triumph was in a 93-round 
fight with Ben Caunt, who was six 
feet two and a half inches tall, and 
scaled well over 200 pounds. 
Walcott Real Terror. 
Joe Walcott as a 142-pound "wel- 
terweight, knocked out Fred Rus- 
sell of Chicago, who was well over 
six feet tall. Walcott was only five 
feet one and a'half inches. 
One of the most famous slugging 
battles of old times was staged by 
'a pair of 165-pounders, Joe Coburn, 
American champion, and Jem Mace, 
famous Briton. They thumped each 
other for an hour-and 17 minutes 
to a draw 'in Canada in 1870. Later 
they fought 12 rounds to another 
draw in New Orleans. 


Good, But Not Giant*. 
Tommy Ryan, Kid McCoy, Stan- 


ley Ketchel, Sam Langford, Joe 
Cheynsky and Bob Fitzsimmons all 
were good fighters of the past and 
none of them were giants. They 
often spotted opponents 10 to 30 
pounds and trounced them. 
And the thing has been done more 
recently, too. Jack Dempsey weighed 
only 185 the day he whipped Jess 
Willard. 259 pounds, at Toledo, and 
knocked Jess down seven times in 
the_ first round. Dempsey spotted 
Luis Firpo 40 pounds and proceeded 
to knock him down seven times in 
the first round. 
Georges Carpentier was .heavy- 


weight champ of Europe when he 
weighed only 175 pounds. 
Gave Primo 60 Pounds. 


And. 
coming right down to re- 
cent events, almost everybody

Every- 
body thought Shawkey would be re- 
engaged, even Shawkey himself. 


Shawkey, according to the rumors

circles, has himself to blame for los- 
ing out with the Yankees. It is 
said that Col. Jacob Ruppert, owner 
of the New York team, wanted to 
sign Shawkey to a three-year con- 
tract in the middle of the seasoa 
Bob is reported, to have delayed UIE 
move, figuring that the Yankees 
might get "hot" and win the pen- 
nant. .In such an event he would 
be in a position to talk important 
money to Ruppert. 


Never Got to Going: 


But the Yankees never really did 


get going. 
The Philadelphia A's 


were away out in front and stayed 
there and the Washington Senators, 
with surprising persistence, held to 
the "runner-up"' position and fin- 
ished second—ahead of the high- 
priced Yankees. This did not help 
Shawkey's status along about tlw 
fag end of the season when it be- 
came known that the highly suc- 
cessful McCarthy would be on thi 
market. 


Another thing that is reported not 


to have set any too well with Colonel 
Ruppert was Shawkey's .player deals. 
Ruppert was not over-pleased, it is 
rumored, when Zachary, still a tough 
pitcher to beat, was let go to Bos- 
ton. And when Waite Hoyt, a top 
notch pitcher with the Yanks for 
years, was shipped to Detroit, Rup- 
pert was given a distinct shock. 
Hoyt is not the easiest ball player 
in the game to handle but he loves 
to win games and is a pretty reliable 
man to have out there on the 
mound in a tough contest. 
Koenig Got Away. 


Koenig, a flashy shortstop, was 
another man Ruppert liked. He, too, 
pot away from the Yankees under 
Shawkey's regime. 


Had Shawkey signed up with the 


Yankees when Ruppert wanted him 
to in mid-season, Colonel Ruppect 
naturally would not have been in a 
position to talk business with Mc- 
Carthy at the close of the season. 
Shawkey was still without a base- 


ball job when this article was writ- 
ten. 
Rumors had been in circula- 


tion that he might be signed as 
leader of the Boston Red Sox but 
they were not given much credence 
as it was felt unlikely that Boston, 
after having unsuccessfully tried to 
hire McCarthy, would take the cast- 
off 
Yankee , manager. 
However. 


Shawkey knows baseball, is popular 
with the players and has the quali- 
ties to make a good manager and 
his friends hope and expect that he 
will land a worthwhile position in 
the "big show."

original characteristics 
of 


spnngs is retained by lubrication 
Water getting between the leaves 
causes them to rust to such a de- 
gree that free movement of tne 
leaves is not permitted. Squeaks are 
also eliminated and avoided by this 
practice. 
Excessive rusting may 


cramp the movement of the spring 
leaves to such a degree that the 
road shock strains are not imparted 
to all the leaves in a progressive 
manner, which in some cases win 
result 
in 'broken spring leaves. 
Springs are. of course, lubricated 
with penetrating oil. Penetrating oil 
is injurious to rubber shackles, so 
care must be taken to halt the ap- 
plication of oil about one inch be- 
fore reaching the ends of the spring.

is needed. When a light burns out 
it is usually due to failure to take 
proper care of the electrical system. 
It may be caused by excessive bat- 
tery voltage, corroded battery leads, 
broken-wiring or corroded terminals 
in the charging and starting circuits. 
This causes more resistance to uie 
flow of electricity and builds up ex- 
cessive voltage If not corrected in 
time, it is likelv to result in burned 
out ignition coils and damaged field 
coils in the generator as well as 
burned out lights 
' 


A short circuit will occur in the 


generator if overoiled One or two 
drops of lubricant is sufficient. 


Excessive use of the choke results 


in dilution of the oil, fouled spark 
plugs, carbon, and rapid wear of the 
cvlinders. 
"Even after the car is under way 
it is a good plan to make sure that 
the emergency brake has been re- 
poses, connecting the radiator to 
the cooling system, sbxmld be re- 
moved before they deteriorate Par- 
ticles of the rotten rubber^ and fiore 
will work their way into the core of 
the radiator, slow up circulation, 
and cause the car to overheat. 
Keeping the universal joints pack- 


ed with' grease is extremely im- 
portant, as the strain on, them is 
very great. About once m every 
5,000 miles the plug should be un- 
screwed and the housing filled with 
grease by means of a grease squirt- 
gun.

They are very 
watchful of danger both to them- 
selves and to Oiclr litUe ones. They 
hide quickJy and when once they 
arc quiet it is not easy for even the 
sharpest eyes to see them, because 
they are so very like the color of 
dried leaves and grass. 


If bobwhite were allowed to tell 
his own story he would give us 
something like this- He would tell 
us that be is not a song bird, but be- 
longs to what arc called game birds. 
Those are birds that people kill for 
food.

The .story of the Egypt's treasure 


!s a tale of todav While >ou are 
leading this, a battered old boat i-s 
hove to in a choppv ica, off Cape Tin- 
isti ne, Fiance, and men in grotesque 
dn ing shells are dropping over her 
side They are seeking the treasure 
of the Egvpt 


The prize is woith going after. In 


the \aulls of the big liner lies a 
mass ot gold and silver valued at 
between fue and eight million dol- 
lais 


The Egjpt is not one of 
those 


lieasurc galleons of olden days, im- 
ineised in legend and 
lomantic 


speculation She is a modern steam- 
ship and slip has been Ijmg on the 
bottom of the ocean since M.IV 20, 
1922 


That v.as a daik. foggy night The 


Eg>pt was proceeding on her voyage 
from London to 
Bombay, 
with 


thirty-eight passengers, a crew of 
290. and valuable cargo. She was a 
Penmsulai & Onental liner, eight 
thousand tons burden, with two tall 
smokestacks and modem equipment. 
The passengers were passing into 
the dining saloon for the evening 
meal when a violent crash rent the 
ship's stern wide open 


Tins v\as very close to the island 


of Ushant, in latitude 43 degrees 1 
minutes north; longitude 5 degrees 
30 minutes west. 


The French freighter, Seine had 


apparently, struck the Egypt a fatal 
jolt Although both vessels were pro- 
ceeding cautiously on account of the 
fog, 
there uas no doubt from the 
mstant of collision that the Egypt 
was going down 


Most members of the 
Egypt's 


crew weie natives of India 
There 


was a. scene of desperate confusion 
on deck, as the English otficers tried 
to keep the crew from ciovvtlmg ths 
passengers cut 
of the 
lifeboats. 


Passengers who suivived charged 
that the launching of boats was 
bungled, and that the traditions of 
the sea, so much talker! about when 
there is fair weather and all's well 
aboard, \veie forgotten 
by those 


whose business it was to remember 
them. 
The wreck wasn't quite as 


disgraceful rs that of the Vestris, 
because there were fewer passengers 
to sacrifice. 


The Seme wounded, but well able 


to keep afloat and make port, put 
about and launched life boats and 
tossed out life belts to the men and 
women who were floating about the 
sinking Egypt For the injured ship 
develooed an alarming list within a 
few minutes, spilling many pass- 
engers and sailors off her decks into 
the water. 


Twenty-five minutes after 
the 


Seme drove her nose through the 
Egypt's stern plates, the British ship 
dispppeaied beneath the water More 
than a hundred lives were lost The 
Seine put into Brest with the sur- 
vivors, and there were the usual in- 
quiries, lecrimmations. lawsuits and 
whitewash parties But the Egypt 
and her hundred dead slept on. No- 
body believed that thev -would ever 
be disturbed bv the hand of man 
Soundings at the site of the wreck 
showed about four hundred feet of 
w ater. 


No ship can-ring five million dol- 


lars to the bottom of the -sea is ever 
lost sight of The Egjpt was much 
deeper in the water than any wreck 
that had ev er been salvaged by div- 
ers, but even :n 1922—which seems 
long ago to salvage engineers— it 
was realized tnat advances in sub- 
marine work were coming so rapidly 
that no treasure ship should be re- 
garded as wholly and irrecoverably 
lostThere are many wrecks contain- 
ing much eold and silver that lie in 
shallower "water than the Egjpt 
sank in. There is the Spanish Ar- 
mada galleon Florencia, in Tober- 
morv Bay, Scotland, and there is 
the Lutine frigate, off Terschelling. 
Holland Neither of these wrecks is 
covered bv more then seventy 
feet 


of water, and each of them is be- 
lieved to contain tons of gold and 
silv er. 
But the contents of the Egypt's 
stronc room are known to an ounce, 
and the wreck is known to have 
been in such condition when it sank 
that there is no danger of its having 
broken up and spilled its treasure 
all over the ocean floor. It has been

In 1925 a Japanese ccmpanv went

There ib no such tiling as stooping 
to pick up anything in this suit. The 
diver is at ease so long as his lines 
do not become fouled, and he is 
likely to be able to keep his head in 
' emeigeucies much better if he is not 
subjected to heavy air pressure that 
makes a hoinble roaring in his 
head. 


The Italian salvage ship Artigho, 
carrying several of the newest'Ital- 
ian diving shells, plenty of tackle, 
and stout hoisting apparatus, went 
out to the site of the Egypt wreck 
last February, and began trawling 
for the wreck. It took six months to 
locate an obstruction on the bottom 
that might be the Egypt. 


Divers then were sent down in the 


diving shells, which earned very 
heavy weights under the feet. These 
weights serve to hold the 
diver 
steadily upright while standing on 
the bottom, and may be released in 
emergencies by apparatus 
within 


the shell. Three or four of the Ital- 
ians went down and stood 
beside 


the hull of the sunken ship, signaled 
to be shifted about, and viewed the 
wreck fiom man> angles. 
Finally 


one of them identified the wreck; 
positive!} by a peculiar crane. The 
crane showed up in the drawings of 
the ship, and stocd out from, the 
hull so prominently that a diver who 
came very close to it was able to 
describe it in detail to the watchers 
above through the telephone within 
his shell. 
At a depth of four hundred feet 


the spa is very dark, and without 
strong artificial light it is impossible 


to see more than six feet ahead. 


When the ship had been identi- 


fied bj- the divers, enough dvnamite 
was lowered to separate the crane 
from the deck, ana this portion of 
the Egypt was brought up by the 
hoisting apparatus aboard the Ar- 
tigho. Thus the identification was 
verified under the light of day, and 
the first relic of the Egypt was 
brought back from the sea-bottom. 


For some reason or other, a repre- 
sentative of tne New York Times, 
David Scott by name, had a hunch 
that this salva'ge expedition was go- 
ing to catch its fish, and was aboard. 
the Artigho. He made a great killing 
with the story, and other 
news- 


paDermen had to make the best of 
a bad situation until the salvors 
made port, a few days later, for sup- 
plies. 


After surveying the 
wreck and 


finding that the Egypt was standing 
upright on her bottom, the divers of 
the salvage ship located the bridge, 
and just behind it the captain's 
cabin It was known that this room 
contained the Captain's safe, and it 
was believed that the safe might 
contain some of the treasure 
Several hooks were lowered from 


the Artigho and caught under the 
eaves of the little deckhouse which 
was the cabin of the Captam. The 
divers, though unable to handle 
things very adroitlv in their cum- 
bersome shells, were able to give 
exact directions by telephone, and 
soon the roof was ripped off the 
cabin. It was oniy another 
dav's 


work to get hooks fastened about 
and under the safe 
and presently 


1 the steel mass w as raised and de- 
posited, upon the deck of the salvage 
ship. Torches cut the door out, and 
the" contents of the safe were laid 
bare to view. 
There were several bags of con- 
sular mail a fev personal belong- 
ings of the Captam, and a key 
which is believed to be the key to 
the vault that holds the treasure! 


No key will be used in opening up 


the treasure room. The salvors know 
that divers cannot enter the ship 
and move about at such a depth. 
Even if the treasure were laid out 
on the floor of the sea, these divers 
could not stoop to scoop it into 
buckets. 
So the plan most discussed at 


present is that of blowing most of 
the vessel to bits with explosives, 
and bringing up the treasure vault 
and its contents intact, if possible, 
by means of a cradle made of cables, 
lifted by powerful derricks above. 
It doesn't sound like a promising 
scheme to the layman. But the en- 
gineers are putting their heads to- 
gether. This is a big prize, and the 
Artiglio is close to it. It will go hard 
with these ingenious Italians if they 
do not take home the five tons of 
golds and forty-five tons of silver 
from the wreck of the Egypt a year 
hence. 
' 
During the winter the plans will 


be drawn up and the machinery will 
be prepared. Next summer a great 
wrestling match will be staged be- 
tween man and the sea off Cape 
Finisterxe. And the prize will be 
worth winning.

•WKTHEN the Armistice day 
• • parade passed by Tues- 


day, many in Lincoln learned 
for the first time of the Last 
Man club. 


It is not a new organization. 


\s it now is, the club is nearly 
as old as Armistice day. Its 
real beginnings go back to the 
war days in France. 


The fifteen original mem- 


bers, fourteen physicians and 
,one dentist, do not burden 
themselves with meeting 
nights. They gather but an- 
nually, each eleventh - of 
November, and have for the 
last dozen years. 


Although it might be pos- 


sible to read drama into the 
Last Man club, that is one 
phase of club life from which 
the members shrink. They 
all hasten to tell you that'the 
local organization is but an 
outgrowth of a club forrried 
in France, a club organized in 
a most ironical spirit at Base 
hospital No. 49 in Allerey. 


Before the Last Man club came 


into being, it was the O. P. I». club, 
•with five Lincoln doctors as charter 
members. 
, „ , 
Base hospital No. 49 was staffed 
principally' 
by 
Nebraska, 
and 


Creighton graductes and by men 
•who practiced in Nebraska. The 
enlisted 
personnel was 
largely 
composed of undergraduates from 
the university. The one hundred 
nurses or so were recruited from 
this vicinity. Many of the younger 
men who later joined it came from 
the 7th Nebraska. Major A. C- 
Stokcs. who organized the hospital 
and was the commanding officer, 
was on the staff of the University 
of Nebraska college of medicine. In 
short, this hospital was a Nebraska 
enterprise 


Mobilized at De$ Moiaes. 


The men were mobfliaed 
at 


DCS Moines. where the unit was 
placed in command of a regular 
army Mficer from the medical de- 
partment and the enlisted person- 
nel increased from 159 to 250 No 
additions were made to the officers. 
Thy; unit left DCS Moines Julj 
4. 3938. and arrived at AUercy. in 
eastern Prance, late in tlie month, 
AUrcj had been selected as the lo- 
cation for a large hospital center. 
•vrilh the Nebraska hospital one ol 
ten to occupy it. The bed capacity 
of the iroup was 10,000. "with an 
expanded capacity ol 1500 more. 
Two barracks were erected for 
the hospital, one for the captains 
and ranting officers, the other for 
the lieutenants. 


Expected rrotnoUtms. 


When the lieutenants had re- 


ceived their commissions, a blithc- 
*c*ne covernroent bad offered <5azZ- 
Iwc suggestions of promotion. II 
tti*y didht all expect to become 
centrals immediately upon stepTing 
en tie soil of France. Mwy rather 
anticipated that the honors of cap- 
tains, majors and colonels were to 
be tncirs. 
The twenty hopeful officers in 


*^he lieutenants" barracks found 
promotion orsproininngly slow. The 
fir away goreiTOBent seemed to 
find plenty of labor for ardent lieu- 
Jnarts. but limited opportnnities 
Jfr leapiag up tJ»e military ladder 
to stars and tars of anoUx-r h»e.

was founded There were no dues. 
No officers were admitted Only 
lieutenants 
who 
felt 
the 
war 
couldn't, or at le.ast wouldn't, last 
forever, and that they would go 
sailing home with the same insig- 
nia on tbeir shoulders, belonged.- 
The O. P. L. had a stogan—"An 
organization that has never lost a 
member either by death-or by pro- 
motion" And it had a decoration, 
a double lead cross, which the 
memoers proudly exhibited above 
their Sam Browne belts Each cross 
was rumored to have been cast 
from, bullets and bits of metals re- 
moved from the wounded—a pleas- 
ant medical thought—but a dozen 
vears after, doubt has been cast on 
the authenticity of that report. The 
O. P. Ls had a song—successfully 
sung at Thanksgiving dinner in 
France, and at any other time that 
the members thought it might have 
telling effect. 
Fine Lincoln Men. 


Of the members, five were Lin- 
coln men. Dr. George W. Covey, Dr. 
H. E. Flansburg. Dr Miles J 
Breuer, Dr J. E M. Thomson, and 
Dr. Fred W Webster. 
According to one member of ^the 
group, the services rendered by the 
Lincoln O. P. L's demanded recog- 
nition greater than they then re- 
ceived. It is also highly- possible 
that rank ceased to allure^ with the 
organization of the O. P. L, for 
the titles in France were many, but 
membership in the O. P. L. was 
limited. 
Dr. Covey was attached to the 
central pathological laboratory of 
the hospital center, performing a 
large portion of the autoplies fcnd 
reporting upon post mortems. His 
work was highly commended. Dr. 
Breuer, attached to the central 
laboratories as bacteriologist, man- 
ufactured a number of necessary 
instruments, because of initial lack 
of equipment, and these instru- 
ments were used even after the ar- 
rival of permanent instruments. 
Among other things, he made an 
incubator, which supplemented the 
manufactured article upon its ar- 
rival. Hs also prepared balances 
with safety razor blades and glass 
slides, which was accurate to the 
fraction of a gram. 
Did Varied Work. 


• Dr. Flansburg, serving with Base 
hospital No. 49, was for a time* on 
detached service, and saw service at 
the front in a field hospital in the 
Meuse-Argonne secto;, Dr. Thom- 
son was the orthopedic surgeon for 
the hospital, and his work was 
most outstanding 
With the new year of 1919, the 
O. P. L. became more or less disor- 
ganized. -Tlie members were sent 
to other military organizations, and 
there was little immediate purpose 
in the O. P. L. 
The club was reorganized at a 
dinner meeting at the home of Dr, 
Roscoe Smith on Armistice day of 
1919. 
Several lieutenants —ho had 
been stationed in this country 
were included in the dinner. The 
war was a year behind. Returned 
to a peace time basis, there did not 
seem to be such a difference-be- 
tween lieutenants and other .men. 
The O P. L. became magnanimous 
and decided that, even though sev- 
eral of the Lincoln physicians had 
been officers, they should be in- 
cluded in the local organization of 
the O. P. L.. which was to be known 
as the.Last Man club. 


Enrolled Fifteen.' 
On the roster of the club were 
fifteen names. The five who were 
together in Prance, Dr. Covey, Dr. 
Flansburg, Dr. Breuer. Dr. Thom- 
son and Dr. Webster, and ten 
others. Dr. C. C. Hickman, Dr. J. J. 
Hompes. the late Dr. J. M. Mayhew, 
Dr. T. C. Moycr. Dr. Stanley G. 
Zemer. Dr. A. D. Hunger, Dr. H. 
Winnett Orr. Dr. E. W. Howe, Dr. 
George Walker, and Dr. Smith. 
The group of new members T;CTC 
more or less intimalclv acquainted, 
although they were not with the 
particular hospital in which O. P. 
LL was organized and some of them 
did not have overseas service. 
The Last Man club has met an- 
nually since that first reunion. This 
year. Dr. C. C. Hickman was host 
to tbc group at dinner at his 
home/ and practically all of the 
members have been hosts. 
Within the last Jew years, there 
have been several stories of the 
Last Man club in Minnesota, or- 
ganized by a group of men in the" 
same company in the Civil war. Age 
has taken its toll there, and that 
club Is but history, 
Members Are AcUre. 
The Lincoln 
club is somewhat 
similar, except that this war is but 
twelve years gone, and Ihe mem- 
bers are active, encrKetic. and with 
many years of 
professional 
life 
ahead of them In place ol the bot- 
tle of wine, the Last Man club of 
Lincoln ha-s the namcs'of the mem- 
bers all inscribed on a 
barrel.

It is not so frequently that 


an American returns to visit 
a foreign university from 
which he graduated. That, 
however, was one of 
the 


unique experiences the past 
summer of Dr. Samuel Avery, 
chancellor - emeritus of 
the 


University of Nebraska. 


After more than 30 years absence 


from the campus of Heidelberg uni- 
versity in Germany, the Nebraska 
chemist who for years directed af- 
fairs at the state university, re- 
turned during the summer to 
the 


campus where he once studied. 
Back on the Nebraska 
campus 
this week to resume his experi- 
mental work in chemistry after sev- 
eral months in Europe, Dr. Avery 
contrasted the Heidelberg he knew 
with that which he found there this 
summer. 
Remembers Departure. 


The day he received his doctor's 


degree is easy for Dr. Avery to re- 
member. He humed from the school 
to sail for Liverpool the morning 
news was received of the election of 
McKinley, That was the last he saw 
of Europe until the trip from which 
he has just returned. 
There were many changes in Hei- 


delberg. And like every "old grad," 
Dr. Avery admits that he was in- 
clined to resent change in the school 
where he studied, even while he 
knew it was inevitable. 
Despite numerous changes, the 


buildings of the German university 
were just as he had left them more 
than 30 years ago, except that a 
splendid new library had been built 
and that a new rdain building was 
being erected. 


Gift of Americans. 


The latter, is the gift largely of 


Americans under the leadership of 
Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, former 
president of Cornell university and 
recently ambassador to Germa,ny. 
He collected about a million dollars 
from his friends for the building, 
according to Dr. Avery. As a result, 
the chancellor-emeritus smiles, "The 
sentiment is friendly there to Amer- 
icans ' ' 
The laboratories where Dr. Avery, 
himself, worked as a student, were 
unchanged except for a few minor 
additions, 
and improvements in 
chemical equipment. 
While in Heidelberg, he visited the 


home where he had lived more than 
a quarter century ago. The presen 
tenants, he found, vaguely remem- 
bered his landlady. The rest of his 
friends and acquaintances had scat- 
tered with the exception of a "haus- 
meister" of the laboratory who had 


of President Ebert, first president of 
he German republic. Ebert. accord- 
ng to Dr. Avery, was a saddlernaker 
n Heidelberg in" his student days. 
Ebert is greatly revered locally, ac- 
ording to the chancellor-emeritus. 
The picturesque part of Heidel- 
ierg remained unchanged, the Ne- 
jraske alumnus of the German uni- 
erslty, reports but innovations have 
rept up beside all the 
historic 


ilaces. Next to a famous old drink- 
n£ place stands a store with a mod- 
rn American front bearing the 
name of a well-known American 5 
and 10 ceni store. Heidelberg, it- 
elf, nearly doubled in size in the. 
period of Dr. Avery's absence. "The 
lew part," he comments, "is as un- 
nteresting as a flourishing suburb 
of Chicago." 


Dueling Disappearing. 


Dueling, more closely connected to 


Heidelberg in the average American 
mind, than anything else, has large- 
v waned, according to Dr. Avery. 
The atmosphere, he 
says, has 


changed Asking about duels, he was 
nformed that they are now pro- 
hibited by law. 
''Of course said my Informant," 


Dr. Avery smiled, "they are held on 
the bootleg plan. 
You Americans 


will understand what that means." 
While prohibition of duels does not 
prohibit them. Dr. Avery stated 
,hat the number had been greatly 
essened. 
« 
Co-education, which has earned 


America by storm, has also affected 
he German institution. When Dr. 
Avery was a student there, there 
were only three women in the uni- 
versity, he said. Now. he points out, 
hey are numbered by the hundred. 
Most of them go for cultural pur- 
poses, few having serious intention 
>f preparing for professional careers. 


No More Uniforms. 


"The ereatest change in the ob- 


vious situation in the city." savs 
Dr. Avery. "is the absence of uni- 
brms." Officers in the imperial 
army, l.e notes used to appear on 
the streets in the evening more or 
ess mildly exhilarated 
bv their 
drinks of the afternoon. "It was 
wise then for the foreign student 
to steo into trie street and leave 
thp sidewalk to the soMiers." 


"With evident levity. Dr. Averv 


commented that as an old grad 
returning, he felt almost unhatroy 
not to be crowded out into the 
sheets bv individuals in uniforms 
wtih boots and snurs. especially 
the boot1; snd sours " he added.

The university jail used to be 


quite a lark, according to Dr. Avery. 
Students 
sent 
there 
had their 
meals ^brought to them and \\ere 
excused for rfcitations. Often they 
would establish themselves on good 
terms with "the jailer and go off 
on Bionics. "They were gentlemen 
prisoners," Dr. Avery explained. 
Privileges of the university of 
that nature have been abandoned. 
At the time Dr. Avery studied 
there, the regular police could not 
even arrest a student. They could 
detain him for university authori- 
ties. That was all. 
Despite the changes of that sort 
which have come, many of the

German universities, according to 


Dr Avery, made a brave fight with 


poverty in the post-war period. 
They have fallen relatively far be-

country in material 


equipment, largely due to difficul- 
ties encountered after tlie war. 
When the mark dropped to its bot- 
tom, 
professors were paid nomin- 
ally the same salaries as previously. 
Actually they were starving, ac- 
cording to Dr. Avery.

If listing of a university's grad- courses cf^scme^of the more re- 


uates m "Who's Who" is any indi- 
cation of the institution's capacity 
to develop real leaders, then the 
University of Nebraska can claim 
the honor of being in the first 
twenty-five outstanding institutions 
of higher learning in the country. 
The high number of Nebraska 


graduates found in "Who's -Who" in 
ccmparison with other institutions 
t>L the country is shown in a recent 
article, in School and Society 
an 
iducariocal journal, copies of which 
hare been received by university 
° Onlv twenty-two institutions of 
the more than 500 whose alunn;.i 
are represented in the 1929 "Who's 
Who" could claim a larger number 
of bachelor degree graduates in the 
"Who's Who" ranking than Nebras- 
ka. 
And of these

schools, only three •;were founded. 
at a later date than Nebraska. 
They were Chicago, Stanford and 
Hopkins.127

Few Women Included. 


Authors of the article pointed out 
that the comparisons were not en- 
tirely fair locate institutions and 
t^co-educational institutions. The 
reasons were that state institutions 
offer a variety of courts from 
•which few persons commonly win 
Tinmen fa "Who's •Who.—Thp 
is true in cngineenns and agricul- 
ture as opposed to the liberal ar^s 


stncted universities. 


Again, co-educational schools are 
at a disadvantage because a rela- 
tively small' proportion of women 
are named in "Who's Who" while 
the 'co-educational schools show a 
high proportion of women in their 
lists of graduates. Women listed 
in "Who's Who" represent between 
4 and 5 per cent of the total list. 
The disadvantage in standings to 
which an institution such as Ne- 
braska is put is indicated by the 
fact that 38 per cent cf its en- 
rollment represents girl students.

Conditions today are the best in 
France and the worst in Austria 
and Hungary as far_as the conti- 
nental countries are concerned ac- 
cording to Professor Bishop. He 
found, however, that England is in 
the worst condition of any country 
that took part in the World war. 
Professor 
Bishop was accom- 
panied by his wife,-Mrs. Ethol 
Langdon Bishop, who gave .most of 
her attention to the libraries in the 
various countries. Both Professor 
and Mrs. Bishop gave accounts of 
their trip on Thursday evening at 
a meeting of the Symposium club in 
University Place. 
. 
France, Germany, Austria, Hun- 
gary Czechoslovakia, Netherlands, 
England and Ireland are some of 
the countries they visited. They 
sailed June 13 from New York City. 
They landed September 9 at Mon- 
treal and reached Lincoln Septem- 
ber 13. 
Studied Economic Conditions. 
Professor Bishop is a student of 
economic geography and all phases 
of contemporary life 
He secured 
numerous prints- and photographs, 
almost without number. He had his 


took pictures in Europe. His main 
object was to find out how condi- 
tions in Europe are as a result of 
the World war. 


From personal observation and 
interviews, Professor Bishop ascer- 
tained that France is in the best 
condition industrially and econom- 
ically 
of any country in Europe 
The French people are industrious 
and frugal and are employed to a 
higher percent: _ • than obtains in 
other European nations. Before the 
war France could not be called an 
industrial country. The war created 
industries. In the aftermath of war 
the industries 'shifted to a peace- 
time and civil basis. This condition 
has afforded employment to hun- 
dreds of thousands. The newly- 
acquired iron mines have furnished 
raw material for the iron and steel 
industries. 


French Foresighted. 


French economists 
have been 
foresighted in placing their cur- 
rency on a sound basis, declared 
Professor BLhop. It is true that 
taxes are high ,but the people are 
able to meet them. Farming is still 
done by hand on a comparatively 
small scale, but in the aggregate 
the acreage output is greater than 
in America. Farmers are beginning 
to be curious to try out the-me- 
chanical, large-scale farming they 
hear about in America. The wine 


that region prosperous. 


Czechoslovakia is an example of 


a country that profited by the war. 
Professor Bishop declares. Its peo- 
ple had land virtually given to 
them. They are not burdened by 
debt. Taxes are low The people are 
thrifty. At present the industry is 
largely agricultural, but factories 
will come later. They have one 
handicap in that there is no min- 
eral wealth. 
The separated countries of Aus- 


tria and Hungary feel the pinch of 
poverty more than any continental 
nation. Austria has improved con- 
siderably since the war, but the in- 
abitants are still bitter over the 
re-making of national boundaries. 
Hungary was the hardest hit. A 
part of its territory was. assigned to 
Czechoslovakia, Austria, Yugoslavia 
and Rumania Hungary lost 72 per 
cent of its territory, some of the 
best agricultural land of the coun- 
try. In this also were the salt mines. 
It lost 50 per cent of its factories. 


Admiration for Germany. 


The way in which Germany has 


recovered from the direct effects of 
the war arouse admiration. Profes- 
sor Bishop says. Taxes are heavy, 
but the people seem to be meeting 
them. Probably no people in the 
history of the world has met such 
a heavv war indemnity at the rate

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INSTALL EQUIPMENT IN NEW HOSPITAL HERE 
WHILE BUILDINGS EAST OF LINCOLN NEAR COMPLETION, WORKMEN ARE BUSY PREPARING VETERANS' SANATORIUM FOR PATIENTS 


•With the near-completion of the buildings of the Veterans' bureau 


hospital, public interest is transferring: itself to the ulterior of the great 
structure east of the city. The erection of the hospital has been watched 
brick'bf brick by the city's citizens, for it has sprung with such amazing 
rapidity from the fields of last year and the commanuinff position it 
occupies has created for the buildings a feeling of great impressiveness. 


While the patients' rooms, are not furnished as yet, equipment has 


been placed in several of the rooms concerned with the fundamental 


processes of the hospital. Other furnishings are to be placed as soon 
as received, and the hospital will be open about January 1 to receive 
patients from Nebraska who make application. They Include veterans 
who are being cared for at'home or in private institutions. 


The picture on the upper left shows one of the two well-equipped 


operating rooms, located on the east side of the third floor of the main 
building. The physicians' dressing- rooms and scrub rooms open from 
it on tne left. In the center is the main lobby, with % floor covering of 
a composition similar to battleship linoleum. The corridor on the left 
straight ahead looks toward the southward and the one just seen goes 


into the main hospital. The last of the pictures in the upper row is the 
phyio-therapy. room, where a major portion of the cases are brought for 
treatment. The control table Tor all appliances is at the immediate 
right, with two bake cabinets just beyond. At the back is the continu- 
ous flow tub, with water flowing in from the sides. A mentally dis- 
turbed patient is placed on a canvas stretcher under the soothing 
streams of water until he becomes quieted or falls asleep. A foot tub 
and an elbow tub are just beyond the bake cabinets. 
The refrigeration plant is on the lower left. This hsfc a., capacity of 


one ton of ice per day. The covers are taken from the ice cakes, shown

in the immediate foreground, and the 300-pound pieces are taken thronjli 
the door at the right to storage. The ice machine is on the left. In tlu!

Their finds 
attracted* the attention of Childs 
FricJr, a representative of the Amer- 
ican museum at New York, under 
whose direction they 
are now 


profitably employing their summers 
to secure funds to finance their 
studies in the University of Ne- 


braska. These boys found two 
mountableoaaastodon skeletons lying 
side by side and recovered the 
bones for an eastern museum. One 
of their thrilling finds was a perfect 
camel skeleton. 


Cherry creek, near Valentine, is 
another fruitful hunting ground for 
fossils.

First Woman to 


a Cabinet Position

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
15—Will 


America follow the 
example of 
Great Britain and elect a woman 
to fill a cabinet office? 
If official Washington has any- 
thing to say. there is every chance 
that Miss Grace Abbott will be 


chosen to fill the important post of 
secretarv of labor, vacated by James 
J. Davis, who has been elected sen- 
ator from Pennsylvania. 
Behind the quiet campaign that 
is being waged to elect Miss Ab- 
bott, there is a determined move 
to place the brilliant head of the 


children's bureau of the department 
of labor in an office where her ex- 
ceptional attainments and qualifi- 
cations would have ample oppor- 
tunity and scope. 
. 


It is admitted that it is problem- 
atical whether she will be the choice 
of President Hoover, although it is 
rumored that the white house is 
considering her and her backing 
very seriously. Friends interested 
in Miss Abbott and her work have 
been making overtures on her be- 
half to the president since the an- 
ticipated retirement of Secretary 
Dayls. 
Senator Robert Howell, one of the 
Hoover men in the senate, joined 
forces with Senator George Norris, 
an independent republican, in urg- 
ing Miss Abbott's appointment. 
Samuel R. McKelvie of the farm 
board also expressed his approval 
of her nomination for the cabinet 
post. 
All these supporters of Miss Ab- 
bott and others who are interested 
in ner feel that such an appoint- 
ment would forestall the usual criti- 
cism that is generally forthcoming 
after every appointment of an im-

Miss Abbott recently returned

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CAPONE'S HUMANITY. 


For some time the gcne-ous an<?cl behind a "soup 


kitchen" which has been feeding the homeless and 
the jobless in Chicago succeeded in hiding his identi- 
ty. Each day thousands called for their bowl of soup, 
their bread, and their coffee, ate their fill, and then 
left without learning the name of their big hearted 
benefactor. Finally- the secret came out. 


The chap, who has been appeasing the hunger of 


Chicago's 
unemployed 
and 
"down-and-outers" is 


none other than "Scarface" Al Capone, America's 
"machine gun and pineapple genius." 


It is costing Capone approximately $300 a day to 


feed the unfortunate, according to admissions of those 
who are working in his "soup kitchen." Through this 
expenditure between 2;000 and 3,000 men daily obtain 
food where they otherwise would be compelled to go 
hungry, or rely upon the individual generosity of Chi- 
cago's millions. Because there is such sore distress, 
because Capone is strictly within his legal 'rights 
when he seeks to feed those who are without funds 
or work, because even the right kind of help from the 
devil himself would be hard to reject, Capone seems 
started along the right road to ingratiate himself 
with a considerable portion of the people of Chicago. 


Nevertheless if Capone is one^half the "bad" man 


he has been pictured-to be; if only a fraction of the 
things charged up to him are true; then his latest 
venture into humanitarian fields is by far the most 
dangerous development of all. Capone's future, grant- 
ing that his reputed body guard is as alert and as 
efficient as it should be, rests upon his political for- 
tunes. His domination in Chicago cannot continue 
for any considerable period without political support. 
Whenever <the good people of the Windy City make 
up their mind they will wrest power from Capone's 
hands, whenever they decide to break him, when they 
back up that decision by intelligent political action, 
the king of racketeers will be through. He has been 
successful' because Chicago tolerated him—not con- 
sciously, perhaps—but certainly because it has never 
expressed a revulsion against him sufficiently plain 
and understandable to seal his doom. 


It is easily believable that Capone's latest move was 


inspired by a genuine sympathy for the unfortunate. 
He may be the cold blooded killer which he has been 
represented to be but that does not mean he is de- 
void of all human instincts. It has happened very 
frequently that men of his ilk have been most gen- 
erous and human in their dealing with those in 
trouble. At the same time Capone is doing what 
Tammany has practiced for years. Tammany made 
friends among the thousands of miserable human be- 
ings along the water front, frequenters of the Bowery, 
and among the poorer classes of the great city. Jobs 
•were passed out, not in the ordinary sense of politi- 
cal patronage, but to provide opportunities for a few 
dollars to temporarily tide people* over emergencies. 
Tammany looked' after her people and in return got 
their votes. 


There is a sort of gratitude aroused by help in a 


time of suffering and distress which is never forgot- 
ten. WeJdare say these thousands of jobless who ha9e 
been living through Capone's bounty have a deeqer 
feeling for him than they would care to confess. They 
•will keep it to themselves but when the proper time 
comes they will repay Capone with the one thing 
which he needs more than all the gold he can wring 
from his rackets. 


Scarface Al is doing well after a bad start. He 


purchased a Florida estate, entertained sumptuously, 
invited the leading business men of Miami to be his 
guests, and was beautifully set back in his place for 
his trouble. Even a party which he staged for the 
kiddies failed to accomplish what he had hoped. But 
then Al was bidding for the good-will and the friend- 
ship of people who Sid not need help and did not 
have any reason to appreciate his gesture of fellow- 
ship. A chap with an empty, gnawing stomach is a 
different sort of critter.

BARON VON STEUBEN. 


Under the leadership of the former German kaiser, 


mo'dern Prussia came to typify a spirit of, militarism- 
and autocracy. It was contemptuous and scornful ol 
democracy and in time came to be regarded as a 
menace to the permanence of 'democratic institutions 
of government. 
' 


Yet Prussia contributed a son who made a measur- 


able contribution to America's struggle for independ- 
ence in the Revolutionary war. He was Baron Freder- 
ick William Vcn Steuben, and the two hundredth an- 
niversary of his birth is being generally observed 
throughout the United States today. The real value 
of Von Steuben's services generally have been under- 
estimated because they were not of* the character to 
be apparent to the public. When he arrived at Ports- 
mouth, N. H, on December 1.-1777, to join his for- 
tunes with those of the fighting colonists, he was one 
of the best trained tacticians in the world. He was 
a soldier by birth; his fathers, for generations before 
him were all military men. Trained in the rigorous 
school of Frederick the Great he won distinction on 
the continent during the Seven Years' war. 


Von Steuben arrived at Valley Forge at the darkest 


hour of the struggle for American independence. He 
reached there late in February, after the colonists 
had undergone fearful hardship and suffering. 
A 


month and five days later he was made Inspector 
General or drillmaster of the American army. It was 
r.n awe-inspiring task, beset with seemingly insur- 
mountable obstacles for Von Steuben had to take raw, 
untrained troops and whip them into shape to fight 
an army which had been schooled for years in mili- 
tary*science. 


A letter which Von Steuben •wrote furnishes some 


conception of the conditions which he found upon his 
arrival at Valley Forge: 


"The arms at Valley Forge were in terrible condi- 


tion, covered with rust, half of them without bayonets, 
many from which a single shot could not be fired. - 
The pouches were quite as bad as the arms. A great 
many of the men had tin boxes instead of pouches, 
others had cow-horns and muskets, carbines, fowling 
pieces, and rifles were seen in the same company. The 
description of the dress is most easily given. The 
men were literally naked, some of them in the full-- 
cst extent of the word. The officers who had coats, 
had them of every color and make. J saw officers, 
at a grand para'de of Valley Forge, mounting guard in 
a sort of dressing gown, made of an old blanket or 
woolen bed cover. With regard to their military disci- 
pline, I may safely say no such thing existed." 


With infinite patience and skill, this Prussian ally 


of the American colonists set about to reform the 
American army. He welded the troops together al- 
though it called for the exercise of the greatest tact 
and understanding. How well he succeeded is revealed 
by the fact that from then on one victory after an- 
other cAme to the American arms. He participated

But during the post-war period 


millions 
of patriotic churchmen 
have 'been convinced by what hap- 
pened from 1914 to 1918 that Juda- 
ism and Christianity have been de- 
liberately repudiated 1 nthe practice 
of theoretically civilized nations. 
What other conclusion could, 
be 
reached from that ghastly tragedy? 
As its consequence, the churches of 
America have been taking a more 
or less active part in promoting 
international fraternity and co-op- 
eraWon based on the plain teach- 
ings of the Old Testament prophets 
and the New Testament apostles. 
In view of the world-wide criticisms 
of their supine attitude before the 
late war, and the sharpening of 
the social conscience, they felt com- 
pelled vo join in the effort to re- 
deem this hapless situation. 
I agree with you that the mani- 


•fest independence of the churches 
upon issues deeply affecting Gcd's 
Kingdom here and now has created 
considerable discussion. It affects 
all their activities in behalf of per- 
manent peace, civil rights and eco- 
nomic justice. Yet why should 
right-minded Americans object to 
this exhibition of a higher con- 
science in political affairs? Plainly, 
unless such affairs are moralized 
they must produce further cc-n- 
fusion and strife. And politics do 
not furnish their own ethics. These 
have to be supplied by the national 
character.

Aiming, thereby (.referring to the 
new types of equipment), to take 
another long step forward on the 
long road radio must travel before 
it will achieve OH its vast but 
latent -possibilities." 


Problem of Conductor. 


The problem 
briefly is this: 


Stokowski has lelt that the monitor 
in the control room, who toned 
down a fortissimo, or increased a 
pianissimo to allow for the limited 
broadcasting range, destroyed the 
effect the conductor directing in 
the studio was striving to obtain. 
Unless the conductor knew abso- 
lutely just what volume of sound 
was being broadcast, and just what 
his orchestra's range of volume was 
every minute it was on the air, the 
listening public was not getting the 
full benefit of contrast in tone and 
shading. 
Rumor has it that Stokowski con- 


ducted from within a glass case, 
visible to Ms musicians, but hear- 
ing the music through a radio re- 
ceiver. A control board within the 
glass enclosure enabled him to reg- 
ulate the tone volume simultaneous- 
ly with his direction. This how- 
ever, is pure rumor as Stokowski 
has 'never discussed the nature of 
the device with anyone outside the 
NBC engineering and 
executive 


staffs.

season it. -while the for the reson- 
ators, cedar is the customary mate- 
rial.The player of the marimba uses 
two or more "baquetas" (hammers) 
made of a special wood with strips 
of rabber rolled tightly to forra^a 
knob on one of its ends with which 
he hits strongly but not roughly in 
the center of the keys. "Baquetas" 
vary in. size and weight so that the 
player chooses the one he wants to 
u s e in connection with t h e tone 
which he wishes to produce. Nc 
music has ever been written for the 
marimba so that each selection has 
to be especially arranged. 
The marimba is the "favorite in- 


strument of South America and tht 
Don Carlos band, popular radit 
group, claims to be the best taicrwti 
assemblage of marimba players IE 
the world.

CORONATION SCEN&. 


(By International Illustrated News.) 


NEW YORK—Ethiopa, darkest of 


the countries of darkest Africa, is on 
the road to becoming an up-to-date 
empire that should command respect 
from the great powers of the -nest. 
And Ras Tafari, Mankonnen, em- 
peror of Abyssinia, who has 
just 


been crowned, is the man to yhom 
his country looks for progress and 
success. 
Ras Tafari rules the band of 


ferocious chiefs, who, each in turn, 
rule a province, solely by virtue of 
his intellect. It was because of his 
intelligence, his superior knowledge, 
that the chiefs decided to recognize 
him as their supreme head. They 
have learned that brain is superior 
to brute force. 
Ras Tafari declares that he is a 


descendant of King Solomon and 
the Queen of Sheba. 
He is coal 
black, his features are those of a 
Caucasian. He has 
a pointed, 


cropped beard, has the eyes of a 
dreamer, the big forehead that gen- 
erally bespeaks intellect, the man- 
ner of a Frenchman, the civilization 
of an Englishman, and tackles 
problems and enterprises in the 
thorough manner of an American. 
Abyssinia has a regular army of 


150.000 fearless warriors. They used 
to be armed with spears and swords 
as Italy had reason to know. But 
Ras Tafari has made his soldiers 
hang up their old fashioned weapons 
and has equipped them -with up-to- 
date rifles and machine guns. He 
has introduced roads, built by the 
best white engineers under his in- 


structions, that are as good as any 
in Europe or even in America. Along 
these roads, motor trucks, 
fueled 


with Abyssinian gas are carrying the 
riches of Africa into the highways 
of commrce. Ras Tafari is building 
an enormous dam to'tap the waters 
of the Nile. Abyssinia borders on the 
west; the Egyptian Sudan. 
Ras Tafari has surrounded him- 
self with white scientists, engineers, 
educators and other advisers. But he 
does not allow any white man to ex- 
ploit his country's wealth. Gold and 
other precious substances are being 
mined 'for the benefit solely of 
Abyssinia. 
But as the emperor likes a little
